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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to amendment filed on 12/14/04 in which claims 1-59 are 
pending. The applicant's amendments have been fully considered therefore this case is 
in condition for allowance. In addition the pending claims have been renumbered as 1-6 f 
15-16, 7-9, 17, 10, 18, 11-13, 19-21, 24, 22-23, 25-29, 32, 30-31, 33, 14, 34-36, 38, 37, 
39-43, 49, 44, 50, 45-48, 51-53, 57, 54-56, 58-59, respectively. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior arts 
of record fail to anticipate or render obvious the following recited features: Receiving the 
information about the status of the group of cable modems from the working CMTS to 
thereby synchronize the protecting CMTS to the working CMTS in response to a change 
configuration data pertaining to the group of cable modems associated with the working 
CMTS as recited in claims 1,18, 25, 34, 39, 44, 51, 54 and 58. Receiving the 
information about the status of the group of cable modems from the working CMTS to 
thereby synchronize the protecting CMTS to the working CMTS wherein the protecting 
CMTS provides downstream messages to the group cable modems on the same 
downstream channel as used by the working CMTS to provide service to the group of 
cable modems as recited in claim 8. Receiving the information about the status of the 
group of cable modems from the working CMTS to thereby synchronize the protecting 
CMTS to the working CMTS wherein determining that the working CMTS is not 
responding comprises receiving no acknowledgement of an Hello message within a 
predefined time after the hello message was sent from the protecting to the working 
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CMTSs as recited in claim 12. Receiving the information about the status of the group of 
cable modems from the working CMTS to thereby synchronize the protecting CMTS to 
the working CMTS wherein determining that the protecting CMTS is to take over service 
to the group of cable modems comprises receiving notification from a network node that 
a downstream signal from the working CMTS is no longer being received as recited in 
claims 14, 46. Wherein at least one of the processors and t e memory are configured or 
desired to receive and store synchronization data from the working CMTS, the 
synchronization data specifying information about the group of cable modems, and 
wherein at least one of the processor and the memory are configured or designed to 
periodically send HELLO messages to the working CMTS to confirm that the working 
CMTS is operating as recited in claims 22, 37. Wherein at 1 1 one of the processors and 
the memory are configured or designed to receive and store synchronization data from 
the working CMTS, the synchronization data specifying information about the group of 
cable modems, and wherein at least one o the processors and the memory are 
configured or desired to service the group of cable modems using a downstream 
frequency that is identical to a downstream frequency used by the working CMTS as 
recited in claims 24, 29. Receiving the information about the status of the group of cable 
modems from the working CMTS to thereby synchronize the protecting CMTS to the 
working CMTS wherein the instructions for determining that the protecting CMTS is to 
take over service to the group of cable modems comprises instruction for determining 
that the working CMTS is not responding to the protecting CMTS or is not providing 
signals to a network node on the cable network as recited in claims 32
